1 . MR. VINCENT PUGLISI, FAA CIVIL AVIATION SECURITY 
INSPECTOR, RECENTLY VISITED CERTAIN AIRPORTS LOCATED 
WITHIN HOST COUNTRIES OF ADDRESSEE MISSIONS TO INSPECT 
U.S. ELAG CARRIER AVIATION SECURITY PROCEDURES AND TO 
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OBSERVE THOSE OE EOREIGN AIR CARRIERS OPERATING DIRECTLY 
TO THE U.S. DURING HIS VISITS, THE INSPECTOR OBSERVED 
AIRPORT (NOT AIR CARRIER) SECURITY PROCEDURES WHICH IN 
SOME CASES APPEARED TO BE BELOW U.S. REQUIREMENTS. 

INEFEECTIVE AIRPORT SECURITY SYSTEMS AT THOSE AIRPORTS 
ADVERSELY AFEECT AIR CARRIER STATION SECURITY PROCEDURES 
AND THE CARRIER'S ABILITY TO MEET THE REGULATORY REQUIRE- 
MENTS OE THE EEDERAL AVIATION REGULATIONS. IT WAS 
NECESSARY TO DETERMINE THE PROCEDURES USED TO ENSURE 
COMPLIANCE WITH THEIR SECURITY PROGRAMS AND THE EEDERAL 
AVIATION REGULATIONS. OF SPECIAL CONCERN WAS THE LACK 
OE TRAINING, SUPERVISION, AND MOTIVATION OE SCREENING 
AND SECURITY PERSONNEL WHICH DETRACTS SIGNIEICANTLY 
EROM THE MAINTENANCE OF EFFECTIVE AVIATION SECURITY. 

2. AIRPORT SECURITY AT FOREIGN AIRPORTS IS NOT AN EAA 
RESPONSIBILITY, AND EOREIGN AIRPORTS DO NOT HAVE TO 
MEET U.S. AIRPORT SECURITY STANDARDS. HOWEVER, CERTAIN 
ASPECTS OE AIRPORT SECURITY IMPACT DIRECTLY UPON AIR 
CARRIER SECURITY PROCEDURES. THUS IT IS INCUMBENT UPON 
THE EAA TO ENSURE THAT THE APPROPRIATE OFEICIALS OF THE 

HOST GOVERNMENT ARE MADE AWARE OE ANY PROBLEMS/DEEICIENCIES 
OBSERVED AND TO ATTEMPT TO ASCERTAIN WHAT ACTION, IF 
ANY, THE HOST GOVERNMENT PLANS TO TAKE OR IS TAKING TO 
RESOLVE THE PROBLEMS. 
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3. DUE TO ITINERARY, FAA INSPECTOR WAS UNABLE TO MEET 
WITH ALL AVIATION AUTHORITIES TO DISCUSS PROBLEMS 
ENCOUNTERED. UNLESS OBJECTION PERCEIVED, EMBS REQUESTED 
PROVIDE APPROPRIATE CIVIL AVIATION AUTHORITIES WITH THE 
EOLLOWING OBSERVATIONS AND INEORM THEM THAT THE U.S. IS 
DEEPLY CONCERNED WITH PROBLEMS NOTED BECAUSE OE THEIR 
DIRECT IMPACT ON AIR CARRIER (US AND FOREIGN) SECURITY. 

EMBS SHOULD ALSO INEORM CIV AIR OEFICIALS (SEE STATE 212490) 

THAT EAA HAS A SECURITY TRAINING PROGRAM AND A LIMITED 
NUMBER OE SECURITY SPECIALISTS WHO MAY BE MADE AVAILABLE 
EOR ADVICE AND TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE ON AIRPORT SECURITY 
PROCEDURES. EMBS SHOULD ALSO EMPHASIZE EAA IS INTERESTED 
IN ASSISTING CIVAIR OEEICIALS ESTABLISH AN EEFECTIVE 
AIRPORT AND AIR CARRIER SECURITY PROGRAM. PLEASE 
ADVISE FAA OF ANY RESPONSES OR INDICATIONS OE CORRECTIVE
